A dental clinic was held in October for the first four 
grades with Dr. Roger Morrison as dentist. Eighty- 
six children were treated. This was made possible 
by the untiring efforts of our membership by holding 
food sales and giving suppers to raise the necessary 
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funds and we extend our thanks to all those who help- 
ed to make this clinic a success. 

The women of Sanbornville and Union have held 
all day sewing bees to make clothing for those in need. 
In addition to this other clothing as well as bedding 
has been furnished by the National Red Cross. The 
last of the Red Cross flour has been distributed which 
has been a great help to many. 

Several children have been taken to specialists 
for eye and throat examination and patients have been 
accompanied in the ambulance to hospitals in Boston, 
Dover, Rochester, Wolfeboro and Ossipee during the 
past year.
